Docket  No.  280. — In  re  Thomas  M.  Barry,  dealer,  Union  Stock  Yards,  Chicago, 
111.  Notice  of  inquiry  issued  December  19,  1928,  alleging  an  unfair,  unjustly 
discriminatory  and  deceptive  practice  and  device  in  connection  with  buying  and 
selling  livestock  in  commerce.  A  hearing  was  held  in  this  matter  on  April  2  and  3.
